1,000,00 in General Strike 
Spreads Through France 


The highest point in the migh- 
ty struggle against fascism Was 
when the general one-day strike 
of one million made the most 
complete tie-up any country ever 
experienced. The masses poured 
out to demonstrate on the street, 
and although about 35,000 troops 
were concentrated in Paris, the 
government did not dare attempt 
to resist the demonstrators 

Headed by the Communist Par: 
ty, it was the greatest demon- 
stration Paris ever saw— 


250,000 at Cours De Vincennes 


‘in the heart of the workingclass 


districts. The most prominent 
feature of the grand procession 
was the long column of\ well or- 
ganized, and disciplined young 
communists, marching 24 abreast, 
singing the ‘Internationale’. 

The demonstration was literal- 
ly draped with red flags, and the 
militancy shown by the workers 
indicated clearly that the spirit 
of the Paris Commune was again 
caught by the French masses. 

The Socialisis, together with 
the General Confederation of La- 
bor (as the A. F. of L.) leaders 
led a separate demonstration in 
the Place De La Nation in which 
according to even the exaggerat- 
ed capitalist reports there were 
50,000, who soon tired of the 
dry speeches which called upon 
the masses to hold on to “their 
liberties and the republic’, and 
melted away—a contrast to ths 
huge enthusiastic, well organized 
throng that covered the Cours De 
Vincennes. 

Throughout France the same 
spirit prevails. In Lille, a textile 
and mining region, 5,600 workers 
paraded, headed by the Commun- 
ists and included a battalion of 
“workers defense militia’ carry- 
ing 100 red flags, and with 30 


bands playing the Internationale. 

Battles between the workers 
and police are now taking place 
in many cities including Mar- 
seilles, and Dunquerque, where 
the militant dock workers have 
set up barricades. Barricades 
have been set up in many sub- 
urban parts of Paris, and battles 
are taking place at many points. 

The Socialist Party and reac- 
tionary trade union leaders are 
endeavoring to limit the mani- 
festations against fascism to tame 
protests, and will be content 
with the one-day strike, but ap- 
parently this has proven a total 
failure. 

The present revolt is the first 
big test for the French Commun- 
ist Party since its inception, and 
its prestige is rising tremendous- 
ly, as by the courage of its mem- 
bers, it has launched the first 
big counter-offensive against the 
advance of fascism in Europe.

body to be the Socialist Party 
of California, and the group they 
had just left to have no author- 
ity; following which a night 
letter was authorized to be im- 
mediately sent to Clarence Senior, 
National Secretary of the Party, 
at Chicago. The letter reads: 
Resolution 

“Thirty delegates to the state 
convention have repudiated right 
wing elements more eager to 
fight Communists than build for 
socialism. Undemocratie tacties 
and illegal expulsion of locals 
contrary to N. E. C. orders are 
responsible for split. Shall in- 
form you of new §. EF. C. action 
on united front and other results 
of our convention.’ 

The resolutions adopted read: 

“Whereas: The State Conven- 
tion of the S. P. of California 
assembled at Los Angeles, Feb. 
10, 1934, prevented the seating 
of lawful delegates and otherwise 
discriminated against rank and 
file opinions, and 

“Whereas: The S. E. C. of 
the S. P. of California has unde- 
mocratically revoked the charters 
of three locals against the advice 
of the N. E. C. and without pre- 
ferring charges, granting trials 
or stating the reasons for reyo- 
cation, and 

“Whereas: Certain leaders of 
the S. P. in California have in- 
dicated their preference for poli- 
tical opportunism over the prin- 
ciples of socialism, and 

“Whereas: Individual members 
of the Party have been expelled 
for the expression of legitimate 
opinions, and 

“Whereas: The name of the 
S. P. is being defiled by the re- 
fusal of the right wing to build 
the workingclass movement x4 
participating in United Fro. 
movements, 

“Therefore, be it resolve’: 
That we, the members of tl:e 
rank and file committee asser- 
bled at Los Angeles, Feb. 1). 
1934, hereby repudiate and expel 
from the S. P. of California the 
right wing elements at present 
in power in the illegal conven- 
tion, and for the present those 
who unfortunately are being mis- 
led by them.”’ 

Darcy Greeted 

Before proceeding to business, 
the delegates invited to address 
them the committee which had 
been refused the floor by the 
right wing group. As spokesman 
for the delegation from the Com- 
munist Party, which included 
Pat Chambers, Sam Darcy, dis- 
triet organizer, urged an imme- 
diate united front of all working- 
class parties and organizations in 
order to wage a successful fight 
against the growing menace of 
Fascism and war. This menace 
is real, declared Darcy, and if is 
high time that the Communist 
Party and the Socialist Party 
got together in some kind of or- 
ganized fashion to withstand it. 
If the political opportunists now 
in charge of the Socialist Party 
will not cooperate to that end, 
then the members of the rank 
and file of the Party should take 
action. 

Darcy’s speech was received 
with prolonged applause.

Such are the expressions of the capitalist political leaders on 
the coast as they launch “Defense Week” to whip up a prepared- 
ness hysteria. The main purpose, as the quotations above show, is 
to twn the West Coast into an armed camp, since the next war will 
be on the Pacific. 

Saturday, the 17th will be marked by a grand display of arms 
and military, and jingo oratory, bringing to mind the 1916 “Pre- 
paredness Parade”. The $11,300,000 battelship “San Francisco” 
launching is part of the drive. 

The most striking feature is the intense agitation campaign, 
directed with a pacitist appeal—for the sake of maintaining peace. 
This is also the object in the showing of the horror war pictures. 
We are told that if we do not want to be the victims of such hor- 
rors, then we must prepare to‘defend ourselves”. Consequently, 
there should be no objection to over one billion and one hundred 
million dollars being appropriated for armaments, while millions 
go hungry. Pacifists, who do not see war as a result of the capl- 
talist system, but merely condemn it as inhuman, horrible. or mere- 
ly a misunderstanding, easily fall into this trap of the war makers, 
and give their wholehearted support for militarization. It is such 
logic that leads to even supporting a war “ to end all wars’ or, 
“to save democracy’, — the excuse given for the last war. 


PACIFISM DANGEROUS IDEOLOGY 

This is precisely the reason that the Communists regard paci- 
fism as the most dangerous ideology. It builds up in the minds of 
the people confidence in the capitalist peace promises, and disarma- 
ment conferences. Now when war is very near, and the imperialist 
powers have dropped even the farcial disarmament conferences, 
pacifism adapts its ideology to justify armament as the only guar- 
antee for peace. Pacifists are opposed to a militant struggle against

A good sample of how Pwap 
operates can be taken from San 
Francisco, in connection with the 
project of putting unemployed 
artists to work painting murals 


inside the Coit Memorial Tower 
on Telegraph Hill. 
Please bear in mind that Art 


is for Art’s sake and that artists 
are free. Also that Northern Ca- 
lifornia’s self-appointed chief 
patron of the arts is Mr. Herbert 
Fleishhacker, a leading banker 
whose claim to artistie distine- 
tion is derived from drawing up 
mortgages and executing foreclo- 
sures. Don’t forget that the ART 
Director of San Francisco Mus- 
eum is Walter Heil, an appointee 
of Fleishhacker and that members 
of the Art Commission are people 
like Harold Mack, millionaire art 
dilletante. 

Remembering the above. it is 
easy to understand that the ar- 
tists who were hired were hand- 
picked, and that the murals, 
during the greatest crisis of eca- 
pitalism, depict progress and 
prosperity, and have such titles 
as “Men At Work”.
